The  old  story  that  ivory  comes  from 
elephants  was  dispelled  forever  this 
week  when  Registrar  John  E.  Hayes 
advanced  not  only  a theory  but  facts 
to  prove  that  the  major  part  of  the 
world’s  supply  came  from  the  head  of 
the  male  collegian.  Not  only  did  he 
prove  that  the  female  collegian  was 
superior  to  the  male,  but  that  social 
prominence  and  scholarship  were  not 
brothers  or  even  members  of  the  same 
general  family,  so  far  as  the  men  stu- 
dents are  concerned. 

In  looking  over  the  figures  it  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  one  man’s  unit 
equals,  and  only  two  units  exceed  the 
general  average  of  .the  women  stu- 
dents, while  nine  of  the  womens’  units 
lead  their  own  average.

THE  MENACE  OF  .STUDENT  DRINKING 


Whether  or  not  students  of  today  drink  more  than,  the  students 
of  ten  years  ago,  is  the  question  which  is  causing  a great  deal  of 
heated  discussion  between  the  opponents  and  the  exponents  of  the 
dry  law.  On  the  one  hand  the  prohibitionist  claims  that  student 
drinking  is  almost  a relic  of  the  past,  and  that  only  the  flippant  part 
of  the  student  body  of  any  school  endulges  in  the  worship  of  the 
god  Baccus.  The  other  wing  of  the  argument  claims  that  most  stu- 
dents drink,  and  that  the  eighteenth  amendment  and  the  Volstead 
law  have  done  their, bit- to  forward  the  drinking  habit  in  the  Ameri- 
can college. 

Regardfess  of  what  either  side  have  to  say  in  this  great  argu- 
ment there  is  one  thing  sure,  neither  of  them  are  right.  In  the  first, 
place  such  statements  as  both  sides  make  cannot  be  substantiated 
to  any  great  degree  by  concrete  facts.  The  only  thing  that  the 
average  person  has  to  base  conclusions  on  is  observation.  The  pro- 
hibitionists move  in  a dry  circle,  exaulting  themselves  for  the  good 
they  have  done,  and  keeping  their  mind,  and  eyes  off  the  things 
they  do  not  wish  to  see.  In  return  for  this  the  ordinary  “wet”  moves 
in  “wet”  circles,  with  his  nose  to  the  ground  hunting  mud  puddles. 
Another  reason  why  such  statements  as  made  by  the  “drys”  and 
the  “wets”  are  false,  they  only  take  into  consideration  isolated  inci-' 
dents.  Some  colleges  may  be  “wet”  and  others  “dry,”  and  neither 
college  representing  the  average. 

The  prohibition  question  is  one  that  embraces  every  college, 
our  own  as  well  as  our  neighbors.  The  Brigham  Young  University 
is  .not  entirely  without  its  drinking  menace.  There  is  a fair  propor- 
tion of  the  student  body  who  use  liquor,  to  greater  or  less  degrees. 
In  fact  there  are  a few  among  us  who  could  almost  be  branded  as 
“old  soaks,”  yet  it  is  no  reflection  upon  the  school,  but  rather  up- 
on the  morals  of  the  individual  who  offends. 

The  thing  that  makes  drinking  at  -this  university  a problem  is 
the  fact  that  not  only  the  men  drink,  but  an  alarming  number  of  co- 
eds see  no  wrong  in  taking  a ‘friendly’  drink.  Whether  or  not  drinking 
was  a greater  problem  ten  years  ago  than  now  is  a question,  but 
at  present  the  dragon  “drink”  does  not  seem  to  be  suffering  from 
ill  health.

WHY  SHOULD  A UNIVERSITY  DABBLE  WITH 
• THE  SOCIAL  PROBLEM? 


Far  be  it  from  the  mind  ©f  the  writer  ^f  this  article  to  wish 
to  assume  the  role  of  social  director  of  this  university,  but  even  as 
a lowly  citizen  he  feels  as  though  justice  demands  that  he  might 
have  an  opinion,'  and  a chairce  to  express  it,  even  upon  the  most 
weighty  subjects  which  confront  universities  and  nations. 

For  the  past  ten  years  Brigham  Young  University  has  been  in 
a swift  process  of  evolution,  institutions  have  risen  and  fallen,  a 
second-rate  college  has  grown  into  one  of  America’s  leading  univer- 
sities. With  the  increased  size  and  importance  of  the  school  the 
magnitude  of  its  problems  ljas  increased.  Chief  among  the  prob- 
lems stands  that  of  social  development. 

The  growth  of  the  university  necessitated  doing  away  with  the 
old  “family  idea.”  Groups  formed  and  organized  in  secret  to  carry 


on  social  and  political  affairs.  Officials  tried  to  abandon  them,  but 
their  efforts  met  with  only  stubborn  resistance,  until  at  last  the 
groups  forced  upon  the  school  recognition.  With  this  recognition 
came  a new  social  order,  know*n  to  us  as  the  “Social  Unit  System.” 
Thi^  system  has  been,  in  operation  for  twcr  winters  now,  or  near- 
ly that  long.  For  a few,  the  system  has  been  a success,  for  those 
who  have  social  position  and  money,  but  for  the  masses  who  possess 
neither,  it  has  been  a failure.  The  reason  why  it  has  been  a failure 
is  because  it  has  sought  to  socialize  those  who  did  nbt*  care  to  -be 
socialized,  and  it  has  over-socialized  those  who  were  already  in- 
clined that  way. 

As  to  the  future  of  this  -system  it  is  hard  to  say,  but  the  prob- 
lems <are  so  numerous,  and  so  gigantic  that  success  seems  almost 
impossible.  Which  brings  us  back  to  the  question  of  whether  the 
American  university  is  a social  institution  or  an  institution  of  higher 
learning. . Whether  or  not  a university  should  concern  itself  with 
social  problems  is  for  the  future  to  decide,  it  is  a matter  of  whether 
brains  or  polish  will  rule  the  universe.
